The light show, as it is known to those who work it, was 
conceived and staged by our Entertainment Division, and 
any adaptations to the show are still coordinated by Techni- 
cal Show Development, headed by Tom Craven. 

The show itself is maintained by Parade Maintenance. 
They have the unbelievable job of insuring that every light 
(and there are 13,615), is working and that the sound is of 
good quality.

But the day-to-day operation is controlled by the Watercraft 
Department of Operations. The hosts and hostessesin Water- 
craft who work the nightly Water Pageant are proud of their 
role and take every effort to insure the show is presented 
properly. As one hostess told EYES & EARS, “when you're 
finally assigned to the Electrical Water Pageant, you know 
you've made it in Watercraft!” 

And you'd better believe it's no easy task keeping that show 
in line! The Electrical Water Pageant consists of two “strings” 
of seven barges each. Each barge is equipped with a light 
show panel and complete sound system. The first barge of 
each string holds two 50 hp Mercury motors, the last barge 
holds just one 50 hp Mercury motor. The entire string is 
dependent on these three motors for operation. When the two 
strings follow each other on the lake and lagoon “it's like 


driving a 454-foot snake” according to one Watercraft host.

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And except in the case of a special 
event or fireworks show, the entire 
Electrical Water Pageant is operated 
with just five cast members, one at 
each end of each string and one in 
the safety whaler that accompanies 
the light show every night. 

The show itself relies on perfect 
timing ... and that’s up to the host or 
hostess on the rear barge of each 
string. They're responsible for hitting 
the light switches at just the precise 
moment. 

One of the biggest problems the 
Electrical Water Pageant has to 
overcome is the effects of the wind. 
According to the “pros,” crosswinds 
are the worst. And the Electrical 
Water Pageant goes on rainor shine. 
The only thing that prohibits the show 
from running is extremely high 
winds and electrical storms. Each 
barge is equipped with lightning 
rods, but in a severe lightning storm, 
as we occasionally find in Central 





Florida, no one wants to find out if 
they will solve the problem! One 
element that doesn't seem to affect 
our light show “pros,” however, is 
cold weather. 

When EYES & EARS accompanied 
the crew on a special event show 
complete with fireworks, it was cold. 
But that didn't dampen spirits. 
Freezer suits” went on, then 
jumpsuits, then fireproof capes, then 
construction helmets and safety gog- 
gles. Believe me, when you're 
standing only inches above the 
waterline and the wind is blowing 
hard,, 40-degree weather suddenly 
feels like zero. But the only apparent 
concern of the hosts and hostesses 
working that evening's show was 
keeping the barges in line and not 
drifting off course. Needless to say, 
the show looked great, and if there 
were any errors, you sure fooled us! 

It's hats off to an excellent show, 
and super pros! 





Long before the “gas crunch” hit the 
country, Walt Disney World Co. 
began negotiations to build a gas 
station on the property for the con- 
venience of our cast members. Once 
all prerequisites were met, construc- 
tion began and our Cast Gas Station 
opened in April of 1978. 

From the very beginning Walt 
Disney World Co. held the desire to 
pass on any savings they received on 
gasoline to cast members, and have 
since been selling gasoline at the 
same price it is purchased. The fed- 
eral government now allows gas sta- 
tions to sell gasoline up to 15 cents 
higher than their purchase price. 
Since our station operates on a non- 
profit basis we will continue to return 
the 15-cent gasoline markup on those 
days you are entitled to a discount 
based on our odd-even allocation 
system. 





At the same time we opened, the 
federal government imposed strict 
allocations on gas stations. And just 
like every other station, once we use 
that allotment up we don't have 
gasoline for the remainder of the 
month. For that reason we have con- 
tinued to sell gasoline on an odd- 
even system with a maximum pur- 
chase limit. Whenever possible, we 
will increase the purchase limit. At 
the present time the purchase limit 
has been increased to $8.50 every 
other day (determined by the odd- 
even cycle). 

We need your help to continue to 
stretch those gallons. Let's all do our 
share to conserve fuel by carpooling, 
vanpooling, and taking our Express 
Bus Service. Let's plan ahead and 
conserve!
